LEE Dunwap’s CasE.—Tbis man was 
indicted for murder in the Mecklenburg 
Superior Court, convicted and sentenced 


to be hanged. The Supreme Court of 
this State, upon appeal, granted hima 
new trial, pending which he made affi- 
dayit that he could not get justice in 
the State Courts on account of his color, 
etc. His case was transferred to the 
Circuit Court of the U. 38., at Raleigh, 
when Mr. Starbuck, for the United 

tates, moved that the case be reman- 
ded to the State Courts. The Court re- 
fused the motion, and the United States 
appealed to the Supreme Court of the 
U.8. Tuat Court has recently dis- 
missed the appeal on the ground that 
it was prematurely taken, appeals only 
lying to that Court from final judgments 
in criminal cases. The case will, we 
are informed, be tried at the June term 
of the Circuit Court. 


Hien Warters.—Our Morganton 
correspondent, under date oi Sth of 
May, says “that all tfie streams in Wes- 


tern Nerth Carolinn are reported far out 
beyond their banks. The Catawba at 
Morgenton was twenty-one feet above 
common water and still rising. At 84 
o’clock on Thursday morning,the bridge | 
over the Catawba, two miles from Mor- 
ganton, was swept away. West of Mor- 
ganton the damage fo the Western Rail- 
road is very severe, and it will probably 
be two weeks before the trains can run 
over the road. Ihave heard nothing 
from the road east of here. 

There is no doubt an immense amount 
of damage to the bottom lands which 
have recently been plowed up,and much 
fencing will be wasbed away and many 
mill dams destroyed. 


A Destructive TornapDo.—-On 
Thursday evening a tornado passed over 
the belt of country betweea Henacrson 


and Ridgway, on the line of the Ral- 
eigh and Gaston Railroad, doing con- 
siderable damage to trees generally. 
Upon both sides of the road, for a dis- 
tance of some three miles, we noticed 
the effects of the wind, the largest trees 
being wholly uprooted, and in one field 
we saw hundreds of fruit trees level with 
the ground. The residence ot a Mr. 
Young, section master, Came near being 
demolished by the falling of a heavy 
tree across one end, but fortunately no 
material damage was done. We did 
not learn the distance reached by the 
tornado or the full damage done.

But hark! beneath those mounds, he 
heard once more the warrior’s stifled 
shout, and lo! from each damp sepul- 
chre arose the phantom hand and battle- 
brand of its glorious sleeper, thrice 
waved and disappeared, while in the 
stillness, on the morning air, a voice 
sighed : 
‘Sorrow no more foreyer—Hungaria shall 

be freer” 

And thus, over every fallen cause the 
patriot dreams, and to the dead his 
thoughts return with unutterable agony. 
In vain, alas, in vain, they died. Sweet 
be their slumbers then :

upon a thousand scattered hills. The 
fair and beautiful said : 

“Let us bring them to their homes 
again, and bring them where no _ for- 
eign plowshare may disturb. their 
last repose. They shall be our care, 
and our children’s legacy. In Spring the 
red rose will tell us of the blood they 
poured in our defence; the pale, pure 
lily with its fragrant breath, their 
sweet and homely love of mother-land ; 
whiie now the myrtle speaks to them 
our tender woe and the undying ever- 
green its tale of endless friendship and 
affection. Bind then the wreaths. 
Garland their tombs. Thebrida of 
their death with liberty shall be remem- 
bered /” 

And thus the cycles will go by in this 
sunny Southern land, and each return- 
ing season find fair hands and sweet, 
sad faces, more beautifulin sorrow, as 
the memories of the past are exalted 
and purified, bringing fragrant tributes 
to each patriot’s tomb. Who can gain- 
say this offering of beauty to valor—to 
those whose deathless deeds yet remain 
to point the way, whence peace with 
true liberty may come to crown the au- 
tumn of our hopes. 
Yesterday as per programme the pro- 
cession was formed, and marched in 
regular order to the Oakwood Cemetery.

The procession was large and im-

quite a number of the United States 
troops, stationed at this post. When it 
is to be remembered that the troops 
now on duty here are old soldiers and 
participants in the late war, it is highly 
gratilying to our citizens to see that 
they willingly join with us in commem- 
orating the memory of our noble dead. 

Arriving on the ground, the exercises 
were Opened by a most touching and 
appropriate prayer by the Rey. Mr. 
Mangum, the chaplain of the occasion, 
and a hymn by the choir organized for 
the especial purpose, 

Mr. W. H. Bledsoe, one of the Assis- 
tant Marshals, introduced the Speaker 
in the following well timed remarks: 

** Ladies and Gentlemen :—-On this oc- 
casion, commemorative of the noble 
deeds and well won honors of our illus- 
trious dead, it is proper, not only that 
flowers-—the first born of May—should 
grace their sacred ashes, but that the 
tale of their glory should empioy the 
noblest powers of the scholar and vrator. 
Their funeral oration will be pronounc- 
ed by one who shared with them the 
toils and privations of the march and 
the deadly perils of the contested field, 
and brother-in-arms. I have the honor 
to introduce him—Col. W. F. Green.” 

Col. Green, one of Franklin county’s 
wost distinguished sons, came forward 
on the stand and was welcemed with the 
general applause of the large audience.

HALIFAX SUPERIOR CouRT—THE 
PEOPLE OF HALIFAX CouNnTY—THE 
Town oF HALiFax.—-Halifax Court 
opened on Monday last, Judge Watts 
presiding. His Honor’s charge to the 
Grand Jury, undoubtledly “the best he 


had in his shop,” partook muchly of a 
Sermon, and served to draw “copious 
tears” from a number of his sable 
hearers. It was intended to reach the 
understanding of the blacks upon the 
jury, except 80 much thereof as formed 
his religio phrenolagical disquisition on 
meuica!l jurisprudence. Altogether, 
Judge Watts, as a chargist,is a thorough 
successist. 

The dockets of Halifax Court are 
always crowded, but the State Docket 
this term is unusually so, there being 
upon it some one;huncred and twenty 
cases, two of which are for capital offen- 
ces. Besides the Halifax Bar in attend. 
ance, we noticed from Raleigh Messrs. | 
Edwards, Moore, Batchelor, Devereux, 
Busbee and Solicitor Cox; Gen. Ransom, 
trom Northampton; T. B. Venable, 
Esq., from Granville, and others from 
adjoining counties. 

We found the people of different sec- 
tions of the county excited almost to 
madness over the proposed county ap- 
propriation of one hundred thousand 
dollars to the Halifax and Scotland 
Neck Railroad. The teeling had on 
Tuesday waxed to white heat, when a 
discussion was engaged in by advocates 
upon the different sides which only 
served to more thoroughly convince the 
parties that they were right and that 
every ove who thought different was: 
wrong. Fortunately, for the general 
good of the county, the personal feeiing 
which had been engendered has_ been 
to a great extent allayed, and now the 
question will be fought entirely upon its 
merits. The contest will be close, but 
we are confident, if @ majority of the 
votes are cast tor the appropriation, it 
will be adopted—if not, there is a 
strong probability of the measure being 
defeated. 

The attendance upon the Court was 
quite large, and we were gratified to find 
the farming public generaliy in good 
spirits, Halifax is one of the largest 
cotton growing counties in the State, 
and her farmers, as a body, are men of 
energy, intelligence and liberality, and 
in many portions of it can be tound 
that genuine hospitality which forcibly 
reminds one that the disasters of the late 
war have not entirely done away with 
all that is good and true in.the South- 
ern breast. Several years of intimate 
acquaintaince with these people justify 
us in saying this much of those 
whom we learned to esteem and admire. 
‘She has within her borders some of the 
best farmersin the State and men as 
true and noble as live anywhere upon 
America’s soil. 

The town of Halifax—the oldest town 
in the State—has looked up considera- 
bly {within the last couple of years, and 
a good healthy business is now done 
there. The greatest improvement is 
the erection of the new Southern Hotel, 
presided over by Mr. Hunter Harris— 
the culinary department by his estima 
ble lady—which affords a retreat to the 
traveling public that has long been 
wanting in this town. It isa hand- 
some brick structure, containing so.ne 
twenty-five lodging rooms, and we 
were pleased to see Mr. Harris receiving 
that patronage which his efforts de- 
serve.

The English sailing ship Walrus has 
just arrived and reports that the steam- 
er Tigress picked up on the ice at Grady 
Harbor, Labrador, on the 30th of April 
last, fifteen of the crew and five Esqui- 
maux of the steamer Polaris of the Arc- 
tic expedition. 

The Tigress is hourly ex- 
pected at St. John’s. , i

New York, May 10th.—A_ special 
dispatch from St. Johns, New Found- 
land, dated 9th, says, ‘* The steamer 
Walrus arrived from the seal fishery at 
St. John’s this morning, bringing the 
news that the steamer Tigress had come 
into Bay Roberts, 18 miles from here, 


Hall’s Arctic Expedition.” The corres- 
pondent immediately started to Bay 
Roberts to learn full particulars. The 
Tigress was at anchor, and the rescued 
men were assembled on the deck. They 
furnished the following deeply thrilling 
narrative of the adventures of the ex- 
pedition, the death of Cant. Hall and 
the final escape of the survivors, who 
were taken off {rom the iceberg by the 
Tigress on the 30th April _ last 
in latitude 53 deg. 30 min, af- 
ter having spent 196 days on 
the floe. The following are the 
names of the rescued. H. C. Tyson, 
Assistant Navigator; Fred R. Meger, 
Metrologist; John Herron, Steward ; 
W. C. Kniger, Seaman; Wm. Ninde- 
maun, Seaman ; Fred Antonig, Seaman ;. 
Gustavus T. Linquist, Seaman; Peter 
Johnston, Seaman; William Jackson, 
Cook; Esquimaux Joe, Interpetrer; 
Hannah and child, Esquimaux ; Hanes 
Christian, of Kane’s expedition ; Hanes 
Chuslians, wile and four children, the 
youngest only eight months old. This 


laris were driven from her by a gale, 
which burst her moorings on 15th of 
October, 1872, in latitude 72 deg. 35 
min. When they last saw Polaris she 
was'under steam and canvas making 
for the harbor on the east side ef Nor- 
thumberland Island. She had no boats 
left out of six which she brought from 
New York. Two was lost in theNorthern 
expedition. Two were landed on the 
ice with Capt. Tyson’s party. Ope was 
vurnt as firewood to make water for the 
crew and the other is on board the 
Tigress, The Polaris was in command 
ot Capt. Buddington, who had 13 of 
the crew along with him and a plenti- 
ful stock of provisions. She was mak- 
king a good deal of water, but as Capt. 
Tyson informed the correspondent, she: 
was not more leaky than when he was 
on board all the previous fall and win- 
ter. The Polaris was somewhat dam- 
aged and it is the opinion of the surv:- 
vors that they will be unable to get 
clear until July, and even then if the 
ship is unseaworthy they should 
have to make new boats to affect an es- 
cape. On the 8th of October 1871, 
in latitude 1:38 and longitude 61:44, 
Captain Hall died of appoplexy, and 
where they 
erected a wood cross to mark his grave. 


‘He had recently returned from the 


Northern sledge expedition in which 
he had attained a latitude of 31°. 16m. 
He seemed in his usual health and had 
called the crew into the cabin to en- 
courage them with hopes of future re-. 


exertions, when be was suddenly struck 
down and expired, to the grief of those 
around to whom he had endeared him- 
self by his kindness and devotion. In 
September, 1871, the Polaris entered 
winter quarters and left August 12,1872. 
The ice was very heavy and set in a 
southern direction. She was forced 
south and so continned drifting till 
Capt. Tyson and party were drive2 
from her. The sledge party crossed 
Kane’s polar sea which they pronounced 
to be a trail about 15 miles wide. 
There was an appearanre of open water 
North. The rescued party suffered 
very muck during their dreary 
dritt from hunger and_ cold 
For the last two months they ate raw 
seal and polar bear as they could get it. 
When met hy the Tigress they showed 
evident signs of their great sufferings, 
but duriny the nine days they have been 
on board they have improved vastly, 
and are now in fair health. The party 
is in charge of a United States consul, 
and will arrive in St. Johns Monday 
next... 

The following statement was fur- 
nished the corresponpent by Capt. Ty- 
son: “On August 27th, 1871, we left 
Tizzinsac and went through Smith’s 
Sound. We succeeded in getting as far 
North as latitude 32016m., when We re- 
turned and wintered at Polaris Bay, at 
latitude 81030m., longitude 61°44m. 
We were frozen up uatil the 5th of Sep- 
tember. On the 10th of October, Capt. 
Hall started on a sledge journey North, 
and returned on the 24th, when he was 
taken sick and died on the 8th of Ne- 
vember. He was buried on the 11th. 
The attazk that carried him off was said 
to be appoplexy. We passed the winter 
at Polaris Bay. On the 8th of June, 
1872, we attempted to reach the North 
with two boats. We hauled our other 
boat on sbore and returned overland on 
the 8th of July. We started for home

SHALL NORTH CAROLINA BE 
REPRESENTED AT VIENNA?t 


This question is now being discussed 
by some of our State exchanges. 

We have no reference now to the gen- | 
tlemen who have been appointed hono- 
rary commissioners to Vienna by Gov. 
Caldwell. 

We have no reference to individual 
citizens of our State who may attend 
the grand exposition from motives of 
curiosity‘or for their own pleasure and 
instruction. 

But we.esk, shall the State of North 
Carolina be represented at Vienna? By 
the State we mean the State’s resources 
—her productions, her mineral wealth, 
her advantages of climate and soil and 
her manufacturing, mechanical and 
agricultural interests. 

It is useless to send representa:ives to 
Vienna unless they go there with the 
purpose of benefiting the State and our 
whole people. 

We want Professor Kerr to go, but 
we want him to take with him a tull 
supply of specimens of our resources. 
We want him to lay befure the world 
the advantages. which North Carolina 
offers to emigranta in search of comfor- | 
table homes. We want him to make 
an exhibition worthy of the State—of 
its exhaustless mineral wealth —of its 
magnificent mountain scenery—of its 
unequalled water power in the West— 
of its fertile soil in the East—of its sa- 


lubrious climate—and of its varied pro- 
ductions. 


If Professor Kerr, as we understand 
it is his purpose to do, shall represent 
the State creditably and truly at Vien- 
na, we can reasonably anticipate the 
most advantageous results from his trip. 

We understand he is preparing a 
large map ofthe State which will be 
engraved and sent over expressly for the 
exhibition, and which will show ata 
glance the advantages and peculiarities 
of every section of North Carolina. 

Specimens ot our resources should ac- 
company this'map,and Prof. Kerr should 
be at Vienna in person to give reliable 
and full explanations of the map and 
specimens to be sent, and to answer all 
questions that are asked concerning the 
State, by those whose curiosity may be 
excited by an inspection of the articles 
on exhibition.

Opinion of another of our State ex- 
changes, as the following in regard to 
our Homestead law will show : 

“We told the people time and again 
that it, (the Homestead law) was un- 
constitutional, and would be so declared 
when brought up to the Supreme Court 
of the United States for decision, and 
although we are no lawyer, we now ‘<ell 
them again, that the amendatory bank- 
rupt Act, allowing to bankrupts the 
State homesteads on old debts is uncon- 
stitutional, and will be so declared 
when tested, and we ask their attention 
to the following weighty words taken 
ag the decision 1n proof of our opin- 
on : 

- ‘Congress canvot, by authorization of 
ratification, give the slightest effect toa 
State law or Constitution in conflict 
with the Constitution of the United 
States. That instrument is above and 
beyond the power of Congress and the 
erg, and is alike obligatory upon 

The amendatory bankrupt Act is in 
direct conflict with this decision, and 
was passed on purpose to give authori- 
zation to State laws in conflict with the 
Constitution ot the United States, and 
it is a waste of money to go into bank- 
ruptcy with the belief that the bankrupt 
will get the benefit of the State Home- 
stead on old debts.”— Winston Sentinel. 

On yesterday, we raised the question 
as to whether or not the Homestead ex- 
emptions allowed by article tenth ot our 
State Constitution could be legally set 
aside by the assignee of the bankrupt, 
against debts contracted before the 
adoption of the Constitution ? 

The best opinion among our lawyers 
seems to be that these exemptions 
will be allowed against all debts 
in the Bankrupt Court, on the 
ground that the Constitution of the 
United States, while it probibits a 
Btate from passing a law impairing the 
obligation of contracts, does not prohibit 
Congress under the power to passa 
-ankrupt Act, from allowing exemp- 
tions against prior debts. 

The point is a mooted one, and will 
present an important question of lew. 

How the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States will decide in the premises 
we think is‘a- matter of some doubt, 
and therefore we caunct recommend 
bankruptcy as a certain and final relief 
for debts contracted before the 38rd 
day of July, 1868—the day the present 
State Government went into eflect.

If ke shoula in- 
duce only half dozen emigranis 
of the right class, to make their 
homes in oar midst, it would more 
than pay for the amount of his 
expenses. We have in North Carolina 
a wealth in mineral deposits that needs 
only to be developed to make her in this 
respect seconc to none in the Union.— 
We have as tertile lands as there can be 
found anywhere adapted to the culture 
of the Cereals, Tobacco, and the great 
staple, Cotton. Our eastern country fur- 
nishes naval stores to the world, and the 
west now being tapped by railroads, of- 
fers to stock-raisers, advantages not to 
be had this side of the Mississippi, and 
water: power sufficient to run ail the 
spindles in the United Statea, and the 
only measure now necessary to make 
North Carolina what she ought to be, 
is the right class of emigrants.”’ 


We endorse the following from the 
State Agricuctural Journal on “North 
Carolina at the Great Exhibition :” 


There is no provision to have our 
State represented at the Vienna Exposi- 
tion this Summer by a scientific man, 
and yet, we have reason to hope we will 
be represented, by our wortby State 
Geologist, and, “as it is never too late to 
do good,” the Legislature when it mee's 
should make an appropriation to pay 
all Prof. Kerr’s expenses to and from 
Vienna. This would be but an act of 
justice. We are more favored by Geo- 
graphical situation and natural resources 
than any peop!e on the glube, and we 
want the world, especially Europe, to 
know this, that they may appreciate 
our section and send their capital and 
enterprise to develop our wealth. Ours 
is a great State, but we make a mistake 
in keeping our riches to ourselves. We 
are too modest. We know our resources 
and content ourselves with the know- 
ledge only. We do not keep pace with 
the srogress of the age. This course has 
been pursued long enough to convice us 
it is neither wise, practical, or profita- 
| ble, and we hope by the intelligent peo- 
ple of the State, in the future, it will be 
abandoned. Let the world know the 
mineral and productive resources of the 
old North State. Let us send to Vienna 
specimens of tbe rich ores within and 
samples of the crops grown upon our 
soil. We want intelligent popoulation, 
enterprise and capital in every section of 
the State.
